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Report  of  the  Library  Committee, 

New  York  Yacht  Club, 
Jan.  1st,  1905,  to  Dec.  31st,  1905. 


The  Library  Committee  elected  to  serve  the  New  York  Yacht 
Club  for  the  year  1905  presents  to  the  Club  the  following  report 
on  the  condition  of  the  Library  and  work  of  the  Committee: 

The  Library  contains  4,635  volumes,  an  increase  of  148  over 
the  number  on  the  shelves  at  the  close  of  1904.  This  increase, 
while  not  very  great,  includes  a  number  of  important  accessions. 
The  majority  are  donations  from  members  of  the  Club,  a  factor 
to  which  the  success  of  the  Library  has  always  been  largely  due. 
The  interest  taken  in  the  collection  by  appreciative  members  and 
the  liberality  by  which  such  interest  was  manifested  have  made 
the  Library  what  it  is. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  in  the  past  year  has  been  enough 
to  lay  the  foundation  for  more  work  during  the  year  1906.  The 
collection  of  charts  has  received  attention.  When  requisite  the 
maps  were  reclassified  and  redistributed.  In  the  process  many 
torn  and  damaged  maps  were  found.  These  were  repaired  and 
the  number  so  treated  was  quite  large.  The  paper  of  some 
charts  was  thin  and  easily  torn.  A  number  of  such  have  been 
mounted  upon  muslin  so  as  to  be  indestructible.  Cards  in  wooden 
frames  have  been  provided  for  the  drawers,  so  that  on  opening 
a  drawer  the  list  of  maps  contained  therein  is  seen. 

The  books  contained  in  the  glass  cases  have  been  dusted. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  books  are  thus  enclosed  a 
quantity  of  dust  accumulates  and  an  annual  cleaning  is  im- 
perative. 

To  exhibit  recent  accessions  a  glass  case  has  been  provided 
and  placed  upon  the  wall.    The  new  books  are  kept  in  this  case 
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for  some  time  before  going  upon  the  shelves.  This  enables 
members  to  see  what  is  being  done  in  the  way  of  increasing  the 
collection.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Committee  that  it  has  proved 
an  interesting  feature  of  the  Library. 

With  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  1904,  a  Bulletin  from 
the  new  Committee  was  forwarded  to  each  member.  It  was 
hoped  that  this  Bulletin  might  be  the  precursor  of  others.  This 
hope  was  not  realized.  There  is  material  in  the  collection  for  a 
series  of  interesting  monographs. 

A  very  extensive  repairing,  labeling  and  binding  of  the  books 
has  been  contracted  for;  work  will  be  commenced  upon  this  at 
once  and  it  will  be  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  This 
will  greatly  improve  the  appearance  of  the  collection.  Although 
these  repairs  and  binding  are  to  be  executed  in  1906,  they  are 
really  the  work  of  the  1905  Committee. 

The  amount  of  insurance  carried  upon  books  at  the  binders 
has  been  reduced  because  it  was  largely  in  excess  of  the  require- 
ments. It  will  be  increased  when  necessary.  So  many  books 
are  irreplaceable  that  no  insurance  would  cover  their  loss. 

As  a  rather  small  quantity  of  books  will  require  binding 
after  the  lot  now  under  contract  is  disposed  of,  the  Committee 
has  felt  that  good  binding  in  good  material  should  be  the  rule, 
so  that  the  collection  will  constantly  improve  in  appearance  and 
quality. 

Far  too  few  books  have  been  purchased  in  the  term  of  this 
Committee.  For  the  good  of  the  Library  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
purchases  may  be  more  frequent  in  the  future. 

The  collection  of  yacht  photographs  has  been  added  to,  and 
they  are  being  pasted  in  the  albums.  They  form  one  of  the 
most  interesting  features  of  the  Library  and  no  effort  should 
be  spared  to  maintain  the  collection  at  a  high  standard.  One  of 
the  members  of  the  club,  now  in  Europe,  is  interesting  himself 
in  adding  to  the  English  yacht  photographs. 

From  the  Mercantile  and  Book-Lover's  libraries  we  get 
twenty  books  (on  subscription),  which  are  renewed  from  time 
to  time. 
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The  Committee  will  be  glad  to  procure  any  work  in  either 
of  these  libraries  upon  the  request  of  a  member  of  the  Club. 

Lists  of  books  given  by  members  and  others,  a  list  of  books 
purchased,  and  a  list  of  books  and  periodicals  desired  by  the 
Committee  are  appended  to  this  report. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  have  to  return  thanks  to  the 
members  of  preceding  Committees  who  have  by  their  counsel 
and  advice  greatly  helped  the  new  members  in  their  work.  The 
rule  they  have  tried  to  follow  has  been  this :  to  keep  up  the  work 
of  the  Library  to  the  old  standard,  dropping  none  of  the  features 
developed  so  successfully  in  the  past.

BULLETIN— I. 


CLASSIFICATION  OF  THE  BOOKS. 

The  classification  of  the  books  of  the  Library  is  now  in  prog- 
ress. The  object  is  to  make  the  books  more  easily  found  by 
readers  than  they  have  hitherto  been.  Originally  when  the  col- 
lection was  small  the  simple  classification  of  subjects  which  ap- 
pears on  the  outside  woodwork  of  the  cases  was  enough  for  all 
requirements.  But  the  collection  has  long  outgrown  this  simple 
division  and  a  more  elaborate  one  is  being  carried  out.  The 
scope  can  be  seen  on  inspection  of  the  shelves,  as  each  class  of 
book  is  being  provided  with  a  shelf  label.  It  will  at  once  be 
evident  that  the  card  catalogue  has  to  be  extensively  changed  in 
carrying  out  this  work.  A  considerable  delay  and  some  confu- 
sion will  be  unavoidable  during  the  operation,  but  it  is  believed 
that  when  all  is  done  a  great  improvement  will  have  been  effected. 

The  following  are  examples  of  the  divisions  adopted.  The 
division  has  been  carried  out  without  any  direct  reference  to  the 
Dewey  system,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  books  will 
not  eventually  be  brought  under  the  decimal  classification. 

Yacht  Sailing  and  Equipment — The  America's  Cup — Yacht 
Cruising — Yacht  Cruises  (by  locality,  as  Baltic,  Pacific,  etc.)  — 
Single-handed  Cruising — Songs  and  Poetry  of  the  Sea — Light 
Houses  and  Life  Saving  —  Voyages  (miscellaneous) — Early 
American  Voyages  (Columbus,  etc.) — Voyages  (by  locality,  as 
Pacific,  Atlantic,  etc.) — Fiction — Life  at  Sea — Wrecks  and  Dis- 
asters— Piracy  and  Smuggling — Slave  Trade — Mutinies — Whal- 
ing and  Fishing — Navigation — Astronomy — Seamanship. 

The  titles  given  above  cover  about  one  third  of  the  books  and 
the  division  is  believed  to  be  as  elaborate  as  is  needed  for  present 
requirements.  Any  number  of  subdivisions  can  be  intercalated 
as  the  need  for  further  subdivision  may  arise.  The  entire  col- 
lection will  be  eventually  classified  on  the  lines  thus  indicated. 


Partly  by  purchase  and  partly  by  the  generosity  of  members 
the  collection  is  constantly  increasing.  The  aspect  of  unrest  that 
this  very  desirable  condition  brings  about  tends  to  make  the  clas- 
sification more  difficult.  Provision  has  also  to  be  made  for  this 
increase.  No  shelf  as  a  rule  may  be  more  than  three  quarters 
filled.  This  is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  disposal  of  new  books. 
Each  class  has  to  go  in  its  own  place. 

SCRAP  BOOKS. 

The  Club  has  now  a  collection  of  scrap  books  which  is  of  the 
greatest  interest.  They  cover  the  history  of  yachting  for  about 
half  a  century,  as  well  as  of  other  maritime  affairs.  Special  cases 
have  been  assigned  them.  There  remains  one  thing  to  be  done  to 
give  them  their  full  measure  of  usefulness — this  is  the  indexing 
of  them  all.  But  the  Committee  has  found  its  time  so  much 
occupied  with  other  work,  that  they  have  been  forced  to  neglect 
or  rather  to  postpone  to  some  future  time  the  accomplishment  of 
this  most  interesting  task. 

THE  CHART  CASES. 

There  is  much  to  be  done  among  the  charts  to  maintain  the 
collection  in  order.  A  general  indexing  of  the  charts  is  in  con- 
templation, and  possibly  an  indexing  of  localities  with  reference 
in  each  case  to  the  chart  by  name,  number  and  drawer  on  which 
each  place  may  be  found.  For  the  present,  it  is  believed  that  the 
lists  now  in  the  drawers  supply  all  ordinary  needs.  Many  of  the 
charts  have  been  mounted  on  muslin.  This  seemed  to  be  the  only 
way  to  make  the  more  fragile  ones  available  for  consultation. 
Sometimes  the  paper  is  so  thin  that  the  chart  tears  every  time  it 
is  used.  It  is  also  found  to  be  the  case  that  no  chart  is  so  pleasant 
to  work  with  as  a  mounted  one. 

BINDING  AND  LABELLING. 

The  extensive  contract  for  binding  and  labelling  made  by  the 
Committee  of  1905  is  approaching  completion.  The  Library  has 
been  greatly  improved  by  this  work,  which  is  only  the  first  install- 
ment of  this  much  needed  improvement.  Soon  all  the  books 
whose  names  are  illegible  will  have  new  labels,  and  additional 
ones  will  be  added  where  the  subjects  require  it.  All  the  books 
in  need  of  binding  will  be  taken  care  of  during  this  year. 


ACCESSIONS. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  obtain  books  on  certain  subjects, 
such  as  the  Mutiny  of  the  Bounty,  Wrecks  and  Disasters  and 
others.  In  addition  to  its  features  of  general  interest  the  Library 
has  thus  acquired  a  specialization  which  adds  greatly  to  its  dis- 
tinctive character  and  value.  This  feature  is  an  inheritance  from 
former  times  ;  the  Library  has  long  been  specialized. 

The  reader  of  this  report  knows  how  anxious  the  Committee 
is  to  have  accessions  tendered  to  the  Library.  Members  who 
have  any  book  which  seems  available  can,  by  addressing  the  Com- 
mittee, ascertain  whether  it  is  of  value  for  the  collection.  It  is 
hoped  that  a  wider  interest  in  the  collection  will  be  manifested 
than  ever.  It  is  only  the  generosity  of  the  members  of  the  Club 
which  has  made  the  Library  what  it  is.  A  continuance  and  even 
increase  of  that  interest  is  hoped  for.
